W ASHINGTON, March 29.— A comprehensive study of 
American railway conditions was begun by the adm inistra­ 
tion today with a view to formulation of a definite program 
for railway rehabilitation. 
For more than an hour President Harding discussed the 
problem with his cabinet and later it Has announced that 
Va would call into consultation within the next few days 
ie chairmen of the two government agencies having clos­ 
est contact with transportation problems, the interstate 
commerce commission and the railway labor board. 
Con­ 
ferences with railway managers and employes are expect­ 
ed to follow in time to permit action at the coming special 
session of congress.

At dusk this evening a hearse 
conveyed the remains alo ng th** 
winding reads that lead thru the 
rugged hills, where Mr. B urroughs 
devoted years of study to birds,

rounding his home where the body 
was placed were the r im s and m a ­

said th a t these words suggest the 
blea of a sick stomach, but ex- 
olained that while God has not a 
body, H e has a spirit which knows 
grief a n d pain and is actually sick 
with disappointm ent and grief by 
the w a y his professed children play 
fast a n d loose with the world. Many 
passages of Scripture were quoted 
to prove the peril of presum ing up­ 
on t h e mercy of God.
